M.S.C. JAZZ ENSEMBLE TO PERFORM 
IN EUROPE 

The Mansfield State College Jazz Ensemble, 
directed by Dick Talbot. Professor of Music, has been 
invited to perform in Europe in March. The 27 
members of this organization will leave Mansfield 
on March 11th arriving in London March 12th. They 
will then transfer to Cardiff, Wales where they will be 
touring for four days. From Cardiff the group will go 
to Brighton for four more days of concerts. During 
this period the Jazz Ensemble will go to Boulogne- 
sur-Mer, France fora day before returning to London 
for the remainder of the tour. 

This tour is the first for the Jazz Ensemble to 
Europe although they have performed before in 
Montreal, Canada. It is hoped that the Jazz Ensemble 
will be able to take part in more international tours in 
the future. 


BUSY SPRING FOR MR. STANLEY 

Donald A. Stanley, Professor of Music and 
conductor of the M.S.C. Concert Wind Ensemble, has 
a busy travel schedule this spring semester. On 
January 23 and 24, he served as the guest conductor 
of the Eastern Connecticut Regional Band at the 
University of Connecticut in Storrs. The following 
weekend he was in Reading, Pa. where he conducted 
the Berks County Band. 

Stanley attended the national convention of the 
College Band Directors National Association at the 
University of Michigan from February 10 through the 
14. He was invited to present his paper on 
Programming and Audience Development at the 
meeting. On March 4 through the 7 he will attend the 
meeting of the American Bandmasters Association in 
Washington, D.C. He has been invited to conduct the 
U.S. Marine Band during their concert at the 
convention. His choice of a work to conduct is, of 
course, Rienzi Overture by Wagner. 

On March 14 and 15 Stanley will be guest 
conductor of the Lancaster-Lebanon Music Education 
Association Wind Ensemble at the Intermediate Unit 
13 Band Festival in Denver, Pa. March 20, 21 and 
22 will find him accompaying eight M.S.C. students 
to the Pennsylvania Intercollegiate Band Festival at 
Lebanon Valley College. On March 25 through the 
28, Stanley has been invited to serve as an adjudicator 
at the Alfred Band Festival in New York state. He 
will also be a judge at the Pennsylvania Adjudication 
Festival at Eisenhower High School in Russell, Pa. on 
April 25.

MR. BORSHEIM 


Belwin Music Co. will publish David Borsheim's 
arrangement for brass quintet of Expressions Op. 81 
by Alexander Tcherepnin. Composed for piano 
during the months of August-September, 1951 in 
Chicago, the quintet version retains the folksy charm 
and brilliance of the original. The title Expressions 
indicates, in the words of the composer, "that the 
music is subjective, dynamic and meant to give scope 
to a performer's expression of his own feeling in 
relation to the musical content of the pieces." 
Expressions, as well as many of Tcherepnin's later 
works, show his late trend towards "neo-romanticism."
